The latest mistake in a 
series of errors which has 
continued to plague recent 
school board elections for 
more than two weeks was 
discovered Monday and has 
re v e rse d the resu lts 
of 
Saturday’s run off election 
for Place 2 on the Plano 
Independent School District 
Board of Trustees. 
In a 
Monday afternoon 
emergency session of the 
school board, it was revealed 
that apparent winner Tom 
Hughston had, in fact, lost to 
Ted Dickey by one vote. 
Hughston plans to ask for a 
recount at tonight’s school 
board meeting. 
The 
b o a rd ’s 
official 
c a n v a s s in g 
c o m m itt e e 
announced 
that 
Hughston 
had polled only 362 votes 
rather than the 422 votes 
which had been announced 
on Saturday night. Dickey’s 
total of 363 remains un­ 
changed. 
The board had intended to 
canvass the results of the 
election at a special meeting 
tonight, but secretary Betty 
Haun found a major error 
while rechecking the tally 
sheets early Monday. 
The 
news 
m edia 
w as 
notified and the board went 
into 
immediate 
executive 
session 
with 
atto rn e y 
Nathan White Jr. In an a t­ 
tempt to rectify the mistake 
at 
the earliest possible 
m om ent, 
an 
em erg en cy 
meeting was called for 4 
p.m. to canvass the returns. 
The mistake apparently 
resulted from a garbled oral 
report on the results in the 


Bowman Junior High box. 
Election 
Judge 
H arry 
Rowlinson told Mrs. Haun 
that Hughston had polled 288 
votes in his box, when he 
intended to say 228. Mrs. 
Haun did not check 
the 
figures in the envelope and 
announced 
that 
Hughston 
was the winner with a total 
vote of 422. 
Rowlinson was present at 
the emergency meeting and 
explained 
how 
the 
error 
occurred. He said he was 
busy with paperwork and 
supplies from the election 
and when Mrs. Haun asked 
him if the figure 288 was 
correct he was not paying 
attention and m a y have 
“grunted” which Mrs. Haun 
took as an affirmative an­ 
swer. 
Hughston’s vote tally at 
Bowman was the only figure 
which was given to Mrs. 
Haun 
in co rrectly . 
The 
canvass committee of Frank 
Adams, 
M ary 
Beth 
Applewhite, Ken 
Lambert 
and Bob Patton found that 
Hughston received 134 votes 
at Wilson Junior High and 
228 votes at Bowman. Dickey 
received 175 votes at the 
Wilson box and 188 votes at 
the Bowman box. 
Rowlinson apologized to 
the board, the su p e rin ­ 
tendent, the candidates and 
the voters for the error and 
announced that he was with­
